enced TO THE FUTURE of Juniata’s educational needs, 
alumni are leading the way toward the second million 
of the College’s $5,350,000 objective in the development 
program by subscribing $339,900 in the “alumni phase” 
of a three-year effort which opened last November. 

This “seed money” from alumni exceeds the amounts 
pledged from other sources and boosts the total sub- 
scribed in the overall effort to $1,216,208 through June 30. 

For the first time since 1947, the College launched a 
major campaign for capital funds among alumni to pro- 
vide new buildings, including a library and a science 
center; to rehabilitate older facilities for classrooms; and 
to provide increased endowment. 

Spearheaded by a Hollidaysburg banker, Joseph R. 
Good °33, a well-organized alumni “team” concentrated 
its efforts in seven major regions in a series of campaigns. 
The report which follows shows that the Metropolitan 
Region II, headed by C. O. Caulton ’29, Bryn Mawr, is 
leading in total money subscribed with $119,689 and an 
average subscription of $298.48. 

Close behind for average subscription is the Mason- 
Dixon Region I, under Leroy S. Maxwell ’36, Waynes- 
boro. The four areas in this region have pledged $49,662 
for an average of $288.74. Region I also is leading all 
others in participation with 56 percent and Waynesboro 
is the leading area in this category with 71 percent sub- 
scribing. 

This concerted effort by alumni “to meet the challenge 
of the sixties” did help to bolster the College’s vital ini- 
tial phase of the development program. 


Cash payments in the current total amount to $563,- 
992. 


Members of the board of trustees subscribed $229,905 
and an almost identical sum of $229,840 has been pledged 
by foundations and industries. The Huntingdon area 
business and industrial community added $216,080 in a 
“quiet campaign” that was conducted without fanfare. 
Bequests of $102,037 and pledges from other sources of 
$98,446 have been included in the totals as of June 30, 
1962. 


Efforts will be made to meet the goal of $600,000 from 
alumni during the next year under Mr. Good and Harold 
B. Brumbaugh, who is now serving as director of de- 
velopment. Both men have emphasized that “it is vitally 
important that the alumni plant their ‘seed money’ now 
as an investment in Juniata’s strength and productiveness 
in the future.”

Liberal Education Does Not End 


With Commencement, Bush Stresses; 


135 Receive Degrees June 3 


~CROSS-CUTTING THE CAMPUS 


UNIATA’S GRADUATING class—second 

largest in its 86-year history—was 
impressed with the fact that a liberal 
education does not end with com- 
mencement day by Dr. Douglas Bush, 
a distinguished Harvard professor and 
humanist. 

“In an age preoccupied with the 
spectacular results of science, the re- 
sponsibilities of literature are greater 
than ever,” Professor Bush told the 
135 graduates at Commencement ex- 
ercises June 3 in Oller Hall. 

He emphasized the role of the hu- 
manities “because the humanities are 
there for everyone to share and enjoy 

. an infinite diversity of richer and 
more intense experience.” 

The 160 seniors, including 25 for 
Summer graduation, were informed 
that “the aim of the humanities is not 
to adjust people to the low ideals of 
mass civilization, but to enlighten and 
disturb them, to strengthen them to 
adjust life and themselves to the tradi- 
tional ideals of the best minds, the 
saving remnant of the human race.” 

Bachelor’s degrees were conferred 
by President Calvert N. Ellis on 68 
men and 67 women. Fifty-one of the 
graduating seniors received bachelor 
of arts degrees and 84 were awarded 
bachelor of science degrees.

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THE REPORT OF GIFTS 1961-62 
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Long-Range Development Program Spurs Giving; 
Total for 1961-62 Increased to $414,665; 
Alumni Contribute $132,943 to Record Fund 


gears BY THE OPENING PHASE of the long-range development drive for $5,- 
350,000, total giving to Juniata College for 1961-62 increased to an all-time 
high of $414,665 for the year ending June 30. This amount included a record 
total of $132,943 contributed to the Alumni Fund—some 51 percent more than 
the previous high of $87,923 two years ago. 

Under the combined direction of National Alumni Association President 
Paul D. Fouse 31 and Alumni Secretary Harold B. Brumbaugh ’33, a greater 
number (1,761) contributed than ever before. The average contribution from 
these givers was $77.57. 

Much of the credit for increased giving among alumni could be attributed 
directly to the efforts of Joseph R. Good ’33 and his organization of volunteer 
workers who directed and carried out the alumni phase of the development 
program. 

Another significant factor in this year’s report is the high level of giving 
by members of the 100 Club and the 1,000 Club which now boast 234 and 33 
members, respectively. 

Interest in the development program obviously prompted notable increases 
in giving from Foundations and from Business-Industry. Contributions from 
Foundations totaled $73,198 and from business and industrial sources $37,169. 
In addition, the College received $54,352 in research grants. 

(Editor’s note: The report which follows includes only the “cash” con- 
tributions—not the pledges. ) 

Church giving increased also with the College obtaining $24,851 through 
its campaign among Church of the Brethren contributors under Clarence H. 
Rosenberger °36, director of church relations. 

Associates contributed $36,369 and the Parents Association generously 
added $5,160 to augment the overall giving for 1961-62. Additional funds were 
made available to the College by gift annunity agreements of $47,035 and 
bequests of $2,586. 

Topping all classes in amount contributed was the Class of 1921 with 
$17,320 which also gave it first place among the ten best in average contribution 
with $1,332.31. 

In the important test of participation, the classes of 1880 and 1888 once 
again showed 100 percent for those classes up to 1919. In the classes since 
that date, 1926 took first honors with 57 percent participation.

A JUNIATA GRADUATE'S first book, The 
Tiger in the Senate, won rave reviews 
from coast to coast despite “a vitu- 
perative reaction” from its subject, 
Sen. Wayne Morse of Oregon. 

The author is A. Robert Smith ’50, 
former editor of The Juniatian and 
part-time assistant in the College 
News Bureau. 

His biography of Oregon’s provoca- 
tive senator, published by Doubleday, 
has received high praise but not from 
the “Tiger” himself. Sen. Morse called 
Smith’s effort a “character assassina- 
tion” and said that “its mis-statements 
and slanted journalism is indicative 
of the political purposes.” 

Smith, Washington correspondent 
for the Portland Oregonian and other 


papers in the Pacific Northwest and 
Alaska, stated: “My book is non-parti- 
san but not without criticism.” 

The Saturday Review observed that 
the book was “not a puff piece” calcu- 
lated to boost the senator’s re-election 
chances this fall, but “an incisive 
study, which raises important ques- 
tions about our politics and answers 
them through a fascinating scrutiny 
of Sen. Morse.” It describes Smith’s 
book as “one of the finest studies of a 
public man in many a year.”
